The vextension of the city boundary is 
being tousidered by a. special sub-com- 
mittee ofthe Belfast Corporation: It is 
proposed to incorporate in the city the 
districts of “Whiteabbey, Glengormley, 
Dunmurry, Purdysburn, Cregagh, Dun- 
donald (including the Stormont area) and 
the town of Holywood. This would 
incréase the city’s’ population by 17,000 
persons, and bring it up to nearly half a 
million, while the area ef the city would 
be increased by nearly 25,000 acres. 

An extension. of the boundary is long 
overdue ; -fér there is scarcely any land 
left within the city boundary that could 
be developed as housing sites. _Conse- 
quently building is proceeding extensively 
outside the eity boundary, and it is desir- 
able that these houses should come under 
the City Surveyor’s supervision in regard 
to the observance of building regulations, 
aud that they should also have available 
the city services of gas, electricity, water,

Afforestation 


The Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
is giving every encouragement to afforesta- 
tion and schemes for drainage and 
reclamation. 

When the Ministry was placed in charge 
of forestry operations in 1922 there were 
only four centres—viz., Ballykelly, Co. 
Derry, 254 acres ; Castlecaldwell, 
Fermanagh, 303 acres; Knockmany, 
Tyrone, 468 acres, and Baronscourt, 
Tyrone, 2,820 acres. To-day the Ministry 
has under its control 17,000 acres, repre- 
senting more than twenty million trees. 

It is the aim of the Ministry to plant 
one thousand acres each year for some 
years to come with the ultimate object of 
attaining State afforestation to the extent 
of about 50,000 acres. Much of the land 
used for tree planting is of no value for 
any agricultural purpose, so that the 
Ministry is adding to the capital value of 
the State by well-regulated afforestation 
scheme. Of the total area of Northern 
Ireland 3,351,970 acres, only about 51,000 
acres are at present afforested. Under the 
scheme for land improvement farmers are 
enabled to reclaim waste land and carry 
out drainage works. Since 1929, when these 
schemes were started, 6,815 acres have 
been “field drained,”’ 5,608 acres have 
been improved by hill or open drains, 
8.380 acres have been included in 
operations for water courses and ditches.

Fixed ‘ Flax . Prices 


Efforts are made from time to time by 
agricultural organisations 
Ireland to induce the Northern Govern- 
ment to press upon the British Govern- 
ment the desirability of imposing a levy 
upon foreign flax imports. 
It is natural that the Northern farmers 
who are unable to compete in the lower 
grades and low price fiax-with Russia and 
other countries should desire a tax placed 
upon these imports, or a subsidy paid for 
But it has been fre- 
quently explained that as the Northern 
Ireland _ linen 
world markets for the sale of its products, 
it must be in a position to buy flax as 
cheaply as the manufacturers of. other 
countries, otherwise it would lose its posi- 
tion in the world. markets. Already Irish 
linen has to meet very serious competition 
and ‘Ozecho- 
slovakian manufacturers, and if the cost 
of raw material (flax) for the Ulster linen 
spinners and weavers was increased above 
the world price level they would be unable 
to compete; and the linen induétry in the 
North would be killed: The Northern 
Minister of Agriculture has made the posi- 
tion olear to the Ulster Farmers’ Union.

Local disappointment at this news is not 
tempered by the knowledge that in the Cork 
area plans, already completed, for the 
establishment of an Irish air base have met 
with nothing but official apathy. It is general 
knowledge here that during every week of 
tis summer. representatives of many of the 
principal Dritioh ‘saad European Air Lines 
came to Cove to meet and board all fast 
West-to-East-bound Atlantic liners. The pur- 
pose of these representatives was to facilitate 
American and other air-minded travellers and 
business men by arranging for air transport 
to be ready for them when they landed later 
at Liverpool, Southampton, Cherbourg, Ham- 
burg or elsewhere. At all these places there 
are, of course, fully equipped air ports and 
aerodromes; and were there similar facilities 
at Cova or in its vicinfty such travellers 
vould he able te save. time, ranging from 
one to three days, in getting to destinations 


in Europe. 
OFFICIAL APATHY 


Plans for the construction of modern aero- 
dromes in the vicinity of Cove have been ou 
foot for some considerable time, but owing 
to the lack of official interest their promoters 
have been unable to bring them to fruition. 
The immediate purpase of the promoters .in 
each case “was to establish an air port in 
Ccrk County before a seaplane crossing of the 
Atlantic had become a practical business, 
and, in fact, te take advantage of the pre- 
sent fast liner traffic 

Five of the Atlantic shipping companies 
make Cove a port of call, and there is a 
prowing tendency for passengers who travel 

y fast lines to charter aeroplanes on arrival 
in Europe. The Cork coast is, of course, on 
the direct route of the fast liners to Halifax 
and to New York, and with the commission- 
ing of faster ocean-going vessels, such 
as the Normandie and the Queen Mary, the

MAIL DELAYS 


Notwithstanding the establishment of the 
new Southampton air base, Cove is still (by 
sea) a day nearer New York—the journey 
between Southagpton and Cork can be made 
in a few hours by air. 

In this connection it is noteworthy that 
mails which now arrive off Cove by liner 
every Friday reach London too late for 
delivery during office hours on Saturday.

A SECOND SCHEME 


The second scheme for which members of 
the Cork Air Club are een SgEÚ responsible,

City. 
This aerodrome is nét at present fully 
licensed, because it does not give suificient 
runway to meet with commercial air regula- 
tions. The extension of the “drome, how- 
ever, by 50 acres in any direction would, 1 
am told by. Mr. C. M. Ryan, the Club secre- 
tary, give the desired space. It must be 
understood that at present commercial air 
pilots who use this landing ground do so ‘at 
their own risk, as their insurance does not 
cover them for Janding on unlicensed ‘dromes. 
It is estimated that the cost of building the 
dams and aerodrome buildings at Belvelly 
would approximate £50,000, and that the 
fitting out of the Farmers’ Cross Aerodreme 
would cost a sum.of £10,000. 

Mr. F. R. O'Carroll, the general manager 
of the United States Line, whose vessels call 
many times weekly at Cove, told me that 
this summer many charters for aeroplanes hal 
to be cancelled because the pilots could no: 
land at Farmers’ Cross. Mr. O'Carroll said 
that he had completed arrangements whereby, 
in. the event of the Farmers’ Cross Aero- 
drome being extended to conform to the 
commercial air quirements, passengers 
arriving by ships can be taken from the liner 
to the aerodrome in an hour, and thereafter 
save from one to three days on their journey. 

“‘A passenger who left New York at mid- 
day Wednesday,” he said, “ could he employ 
air transport at Cove, would arrive pel 
in Western Europe by the following Tuesday 
evening. Similarly passengers returning to 
America could leave London on Friday mid- 
day and catch the boat at Cove the same 
afternoon.’’ 


FAST MOTOR BOATS 

The service which Mr. O'Carroll has 
arranged provides for a fast motor boat to 
pick up passengers when they arrive by liner 
outside Cark Harbour. This motor boat will 
convey them within half-an-hour to Cross- 
haven, where a fast car will bring such 

assengers the remainder of their journey to 

farmers’ Cross. As an instance of the rapidity 

of the transport, Mr. O'Carroll told me 
that urgent Preas photographs were this 
year despatched by ‘plane from London on 
Friday evening, handed on board a liner at 
Cove later that evening, and reached New 
York the following Wednesday night. 

The capacity of Cork Harbour as an 
anchorage for ocean-going liners has on many 
oceasions been stressed. As long ago as 
March ist. 1933, Mr. Richard Wallace, then 
Chairman of the Cork Harbour Board, referred 
to the fact that it had been used by trans- 
Atlantic liners since the early days of steam- 
Loats, and used, in the previous year, by 
such giant liners as the Ile de France, 45,000 
tons: Homeric, 34,451 tons, and Columbus, 
31.565 tons. ‘ The fact,’’ Mr. Wallace said, 
“that the Jle de France, Columbus and Bri- 
tannic were ali at anchor in the inner harbour 
at the same time on Sunday morning, August 
14 Jjast (1952), is proof sufficient of the 
accommodatior afforded by Cork Harbour.” 

In face of the new development of Imperial 
Airways at Southampton, it is to be ho 
that renewed efforts will be made here to 
utilise the harbour accommodation outlined 
by Mr. Wallace to link up with the English 


air port before the time becomes too late.

Do we or do we not 
want to carry out the League policy, or

alliances, the balance of power, to concep- 
tions which have always led to war? 
“Your reply is not in doubt, but it is

public who are being made short-sighted,

The ‘stay-in’’ strike of miners in 


South Wales reminds me of the influence 


exercised by a North of Ireland man, 


named John Doherty, on the early organi- | 


sation of trade unions in the Welsh coal- 
fields. Doherty, I believe, was a Larne 
man, and a cotton worker by trade, whom 
the decay of the cotton industry in Ulster 
had compelled to emigrate to the North 
of England. Thereabouts 1830 he estab- 
lished a federation known as the Associa- 


tion for the Protection of Labour, taking. 


the idea of organisation by federation of 
a number of societies from the cotton- 
spinners. Doherty was secretary of the 
association, and in its mame issued a 
number of pamphlets. Its declared object 
was resistance to the reduction of wages, 
and not the organising of strikes for in- 
creases; but, notwithstanding this, the 
Welsh coal-owners denounced its pamph- 
lets as inflammatory. In 1831 a Welsh 
Friendly Society of Coal-Mining was 
among the bodies affiliated to the associa- 
tion, There had been strikes and rioting, 
and even executions among the  coul- 
miners, before this, but, apparently, no- 
thing like regular trade unions in the 
mines. From this time forward, however, 
Union Clubs, as they were called, spread 
throughout the collieries, and exactly a 


century ago selected men in gangs known - 


as Scotch cattle, with leaders dubbed 
‘“‘ bulls,’ campaigned violently against 
non-union miners. Both before and after 
this strikes in Welsh mining areas were 
often bloody affrays suppressed by mili- 
tary, including on at least one occasion 
the Inniskilling Dragoons. 


Coast Road . 


One fine morning recently, writes a 
correspondent, I walked along the new 
coast road from Blackrock to Sandycove. 
Not having been in the district for several 
years, I was agreeably surprised at the 
great improvement which has been brought 
about by the construction of this road. 
There was a full tide, and the water 
seemed to me to be quite as blue as the 
Mediterranean seen from the famous 
Corniche road, on the Riviera. It’ was 
certainly far purer, since the shore of the 
tideless Mediterranean, however pleasant 
it may be to the eye, is a grievous offence 
to the nostrils. What struck me particu- 
larly was the fact that the very existence 
of this new road seems to have produced a 
general Shahtaaiúí up of houses and 
gardens along the whole sea-front. Indeed, 
it must always be a matter for regret that 
the railway was not brought further inland 
at the time of its original construction. If 
that had been done, it would have been 
possible to build the coast road right along 
the sea-front from Dublin to Bray. Even | 
under more recent conditions, it was un- 
fortunate. that the stretch of reclaimed 
land between Merrion Gates and Blackrock 
could not have been acquired as a public 
park, since recent developments in this 
area threaten to ruin the coast line.

Rock Garden Plants. By Clarence Elliott.

R. CLARENCE ELLIOTT, who is the 
founder and head of the famous Six 

Hills Nursery at Stevenage, has brought 
together, for the benefit of that ever- 
incréasing section of the public which is 
interested in rock gardening, a list of the 
plants which he considers suitable for the 
rock garden. He gives the common, as 
well as the Latin, name of every plant, 
with a brief description of the plant itself 
and its habits, and useful information on 
its treatment towards successful cultiva- 
tion.

his lens and “ the picture of a lifetime.’ 
He may spend hours on a special assign- 
ment, gather some great pictures, and 
then find when he returns to his news- 

aper that an agency has got in before 
flim’ for the papet cannot wait even for 
its own employes. 


Shooting Royalty 


For many years Mr. Turner has been a 
staff photographer on the Daily Mail, and 
this book is the record of some of his 
adventures. He writes brusquely, slangily ; 
but he has succeeded surprisingly well in 
joining up a long series of unrelated 
incidents so that they read as one story. 

He tells first of some of his adventures 
with Royalty. The Prince of Wales, it 
seems, is “not particularly fond of the 
horde of photographers that follow him 
everywhere, and usually it is neeessary to 
explain to him that the pictures quite 
definitely must be taken—‘‘ It’s orders ''— 
before he will consent to pose. The King 
and Queen, however, are more agreeable ;

ny Of so long ago I was congratulating 
the proprietors. of 

Library ” on their decision, then just 
announced, to allow the works of living 
authors into that fold of the deathless, 
Now that the first of the new volumes 
have. appeared I still congratulate the 
proprietors ; but also I pity their selection 
committee. It is reasonably simple to 
choose among authors of the past. Those 
who have attained classic rank find a 
place in such a collection automatically, 
and there are hosts of others who, if their 
names do’ not leap instantly to the mind, 
are at any rate well worth a chance. But 
these people have. been tested by the judg- 
ment of many years—sometimes of many 
generations or many centuries—of readers, 
and the job of selection presents no for- 
midable difficulty. It is when one comes 
to the multitude of moderns that the 
trouble, as it seemis to me, must start. 

It is all very well to include John 
Donne or Herrick, because, even if the 
public at large has forgotten about them, 
every school contains half-a-dozen literary- 
minded lads who read all the standard 
poetry they re “mo up, and are mightily 
glad to pick it up-in a cheap and pleasant 
edition. But it is quite another thing to 
pick and choose among the battalions of 
modern poets. In the first place, there 
are so many of them. In the second place, 
those who a:> known and liked by the 
general public—which buys few enough 
books—are scorned by the élite, who do 
buy books, or at least borrow them and 
foree the original owners to. buy duplicate 
copies. 1 could imagine the inclusion of 
William Butler Yeats’ work in such a 
coilection as “ Everyman’s Library ’’ meet- 
ing with general approval, and having a 
pretty sound sale; but I wonder how many 
other poets of. to-day could legitimately 
claim a niclie. i 


Taste Across the Channel 


Looking through the last issue but one 
of The Bookseller, which is the organ of 
the British book trade, I find not only an 
instructive list of the latest '“ books pro- 
hibited in I.F.S.,’’ but a brief survey of 
the books which have been. selling best 
across the water during the month of 
September. It. interests me to compare 
this latter feature with the lists given 
under the heading of “What Dublin is 
Reading” on this page. Curiously 
enough, while ‘‘The Seven Pillars of 
Wisdom ”’ retained its place as the best- 


‘selling book in England, its popularity in 


Dublin seems to have waned during 
September, and few mentions of it occur 
in the Irish lists, Upon the, whole, how- 
ever, the tastes of the two countries seem 
to agree. Hugh Walpole’s “ The In- 
quisitor,’? Igor Schwezofi’s ‘‘ Borzoi,’’ 
John Buchan’s ‘‘The House of the Four 
Winds,’ Francis Brett Young’s “ White 
Ladies,” Ann Bridges’s “ Illyrian Spring,” 
Lasislas Farago’s ‘‘ Abyssinia, on. the 
Eve,’’ Warwick Deeping’s “ Sackcloth into 
Silk,” and Maurice Walsh's ‘‘ Green 
Rushes,’ all take high places on the 
English lists, and appear with correspond- 
ing frequency — corresponding within 
limits—in the returns on this page. 


Where We Differ 


There are, however, a few notable 
differences. Maurice Walsh's book, for 
example, obtains considerably more 
‘‘honourable mentions’’ here. than in 
England; and there are several books of 
conspicuously Irish interest which seem 
to have enjoved a ready sale here, but do 
not appear in the returns given by The 
Bookseller. ‘‘The. Fays of the Abbey 
Thegtre,” by W. G. Fay and Catherine 
Carswell, is one of them; Stephen 
Gwynn’s “ Goldsmith ” is another ; Frank 
Pakenham’s ‘‘ Peace by Ordeal,’” Joseph 
O'Neill’s “Land “Under England,”’ 
Seamus MacCall’s ‘‘Gods in Motley” 
have had a longer run as ‘‘ best-sellers’’ 
here than across the narrow seas. 
there are several books which were 
published in Ireland and have had a good 
sale here, but have not obtained a place 
among the leaders in England. 

But what saddens me is the fact that 
A.FE.’s “ Selected Poems,” which appears 
—though not in a high place—in the 
English list of sellers, does not gain even 
the ghost of a mention from our Dublin 
booksellers.

WAY back in 1903, Sir Esme Howard, 
now Lord Howard of Penrith, was 
offered the post of British Consul-General 
in Crete; ‘‘than which nothing could 
have pleased me more,” he says, closing 
his book of memoirs at this point in his 
career. Presumably, later volumes will 
deal with the author's view of the diplo- 
matic world in years that followed, when 
the Turkish Empire declined and fell, and 
the Mediterranean was _ transformed. 
Meanwhile, we have a fine gentleman’s 
story of forty years, Victorian and (to 
present-day readers) strangely serene. 
The most interesting part in this Nadie 
dignified volume, for many, is the author's 
account of his reception into the Roman 
Church. In Rome, in 1898, he wrote to 


| Princess Bandini, saying that he wished 


to marry her daughter, Isabella, and ask- 
ing if he might speak directly to the object 
of his affections. He received a friendly 
reply, saying that he might proceed as he 
desired. Such was courtship in the 
‘nineties! The lady received his proposal 
with calmness. For three years he had 
spoken only of travels and social ques- 
tions; how could she guess his feelings? 
She must know what he thought of 
religion, which. always must be the founda. 
tion of the unity of the family. “ If the 
family were founded ón a broken stone, 
how could ‘it last ?”’ 


Prisoner Among the Boers 


Sir Esme consented to examine the 
Roman teaching, and went under instruc- 
tion to Monsignor Merry del Val, who 
resolved his two difficulties, about eternal 
punishment and exclusive salvation. He 
was already more than half disposed to 
Roman teaching as to the Papacy and the 
Eucharist. He went to Tobago as a 
rubber planter. There he was “ received,”’ 
and after his first Communion he rode 
back to Louis d’Or along the sea beaches 
with coco palms, beside waves of peacock 
or kingfisher hue, ‘‘ but rode with the 
same cxaltation I had known under 
Tasso’s oak in Rome.’’ 

He fought in the Boer War, and was 
a prisoner among the Boers, who treated 
him with such courtesy that he praises 
them affectionately. He escaped, and got 


home to England. He was at King 
Edward’s Coronation, and admired the 
splendid scene, but was glad when it was 
over, being no lover of ceremony. “ We 
felt,” he writes, . . . “ that both tempora 
and mores were about to change very 
radically; buí he little guessed how 
prodigions would be the birth which then 


was stirring in the womb of time.

public eye; but, while the volume of 
“news” regarding the. international 
situthtion is meagre, important moves are 
taking place. behind the. scenes. 
has been a noticeable lull in the a¢tual 
fighting in Abyssinia. Since the Italians 
captured Adowa, after á series of engage- 
ments entailing a minimum of loss to 
either side, remarkably little progress has 
been made. The official reason for this 
slackening of effort by General de Bono’s 
great armies has been the need to con: 
solidate the territorial gains that already 
have been made; and there is no doubt 
that this task alone presents the most 
formidable difficulties. The Italian Army 
‘possesses probably the finest corps of 
engineers in the world. It has been 
working night and day since the campaign 
began in an effort to build new roads from 
the base to the so-called “front,” 
especially on the northern sector; but the 
work has been so enormous that progress 
has been exceedingly slow. While there is 
some truth, therefore, in the statement 
that there can be no point in further 
advances until the lines of communication 
have been secured, it seems to be fairly 
certain, on the other hand, that Signor 
Mussolini has seized eagerly the oppor- 
tunity to call a halt. Since the League 
States decided to impose sanctions against 
Italy, Signor Mussolini has been in a most 
unenviable position. 
the first time that the League was not 
merely bluffing, and that Italy has been 
placed in a position of real danger. One 
of the sanctions on which agreement has 
been reached is a complete boycott olf 
Italian exports by more than fifty different 
States. If that boycott is put into practice, 
Italy’s losses will be tremendous ; for she 
must maintain an export trade if she is 
to pay for the prosecution of her warlike 
plans in Abyssinia—which, by the way, 
already have cost her some £22,000,000.

‘‘onen covenants openly arrived at,” as 
President Wilson said—and has gone back 
to the old pre-war methods of Ambassa- 
dorial conversations. Nothing has been 
made public; but the acoustic properties 
of the Quai d’Orsay are notorious, and 
the Patis Press is discussing, almost with- 
out reserve, possible ‘‘ terms of peace.”

Why is there so much talk in Ireland 
and so little action?

LA Weicoriie improvement in Free State

railway, and now converted into one of its 
most useful allies. Rail and motor trans- 
port now work in harmony, and the cut- 
throat competition of the old days has been 
rev} iced by a system in which neither can 
injure the other. Thus, although a 
certain amount of passenger and goods 
traffic is still diverted to the roads, the 
joint organisation does not suffer. Now 
that the railways are beginning to find 
themselves on firm ground again, they are 
right to spend some of the increased re- 
ceipts on improvements. In 1934 the total 
receipts were £3,033,166, as compared with 
£2,871,912 in 1933, and we are glad to’note 
that the expenditure was increased in the 
same period from £2,566,595 to £2,719,846. 
When the railways were struggling with 
their difficulties a few years ago it was 
natural, perhaps, that they should have 
allowed their equipment to fall into a 
certain state of disrepair. That time has 
passed, and almost their first concern now 
must be to bring it up to the proper 
standard again.

FALL OF TWO GARRISONS

ADDIS ABABA, Friday. 


A few survivors, worn and exhausted, 
have brought the news to Gorahai of how 
two Abyssinian garrisons fought desperately 
against an overwhelming Italian attack, 
supported by heavy bombing from the air. 
The posts were Shelabo and Tafereckatama, 
both in the Ogaden. 

They were surrounded by strong Italian 
forces, supported by ten bombing ’planes. 
The infantry opened a heavy rifle and 
machine-gun fire on tle two posts, while 
the bombing ‘planes zoomed down 
dropping bombs near the trenches which 
had been constructed. 

The comparatively small garrisons held 

out as long as they could, and those who 
remained alive were eventually forced to 
abandon their posts under cover of dark- 
ness, : 
Meanwhile the Abyssinian garrison in 
Gorahai, the meeting-place of many 
caravan routes in the Ogaden area, is 
awaiting with grim determination the 
Italian attack, which is hourly expected. 
The Italians now hold the approaches to 
Gorahai, and are preparing for the final 
assault. 

It is believed that they are concentrating 
a number of tanks and @fmoured cars at 
a point about twenty-five miles due south 
of Gorahai; that their strategy: is to 
make the fullest use of their mechanised 
forces in the flat or gentiy rolling ground 
of the Ogaden, and that they intend after 
storming Gorahai to try to sweep on 
rapidly to Sasa Banch, ten miles north- 
west, which is another of the bastions of 
the Abyssinian line, 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
ATTACKED 


A statement by the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment, issued to-night, repudiates the 
Italian declaration that their 'planes only 
bomb troops and camps. The Abyssinians 
say that women and children, working in 
the fields have been machine-gunned from 
the air and casualties inflicted. 

Although the Abyssinian’ military 
authorities are reluctant to give any infor- 
mation as to the extent to which arms and

ANTI-AIR RAID PRACTICE 
HARAR, Friday. 


By the special permission of Ras Desta, 
Commandaer-in-Chief in the South, I rode 
out to-day to visit the main body of the 
Abyssinian southern armies, which is en- 
camped between Harar and Jijiga, and 
to watch them practising the anti-aircraft 
exercises, says the Press Association cor- 
respondent with the Abyssinian southern 
armies.

Their armaments were mixed, -ranging 
from up-to-date rifles to guns that were 
old in the days of the Emperor Menclik 
But their discipline, bearing and: morale 
appeared to be first-rate. : 

Guerasmatch Seifou and his European 
advisers have brought their training in 
taking cover from aircraft to a high pitch. 
At one moment the plain was alive with 
men. The signal was given that Italian 
‘planes were approaching, and the men 
seemed to melt into the ground, taking 
cover in small groups under trees and in 
ditches 

They appear to blend into the land- 
scape in a way which makes it easy to 
understand why the Italian ‘planes in the 
north are at a loss to ascertain the where- 
abouts of Ras Seyoum and his men, who 
are reported to move at night and lie hid 
by day. 

When the “ take cover’’ signal was 
given the anti-aircraft detachments 
quickly unlimbered their guns and were 
ready for action in a moment.

The matter has been brewing among in- 
dividual medical men for a long time, but 
it has now come to the present head 
mainly through the efforts of Dr. Killick 
Millard and Mr. C. J. Bond, of Leicester, 
one of the most brilliant and successful 
surgeons in England to-day. ; 

‘* Both are men-who possess a high sense 
of responsibility, and are moved by the 
compassionate regard of sufferers for whom 
there is no hope, and I am proud to be 
associated with them in this effort. 


SAFEGUARDS 

“Efficient safeguards must, of course, 

be provided, and there should be no difh- 
culty with these. Jn the case of sufferers 
unable of their own volition to signify 
their consent to voluntary death, the legal 
cuardian would act for them. 
“4 We realise that there may be some 
opposition to the proposal, possibly from 
religious bodies; but we cannot forget that 
when James Simpson introduced a chloro- 
form many people, whose opinion on other 
matters commanded the highest possible 
respect, were horrified at the idea of easing 
pain by such a method. 

“Tt is possible that something of the 
same. opposition will be offered to what we 
are now proposing, but I think that in 
thirty or forty years’ time no more wilt!

GOVERNOR TO REPRESENT

Arrangements were completed yesterday 
afternoon for the State funeral of Lord 
Carson in Belfast to-day. Yesterday aftér- 
noon Viscount Craigavon visited Belfast 
Cathedral, where workmen were cngaged in 
completing the vault chamber into which the 
coffin will be lowered. 

Lady Carson will arrive this morning by 
the Heysham steamer, and will proceed to 
Stormont * Castle, where’ she and her son, 


Craigavon.. Later Lady Carson and her son 
will join the funeral procession at Donegall 
quay, and walk to the Cathedral behind the 
gun-carriage which will bear the coffin. 

The Governor, the Duke of Abercorn, who 
has received a Command from the King to 
represent His Majesty at the funeral, will 
arrive by car at the Cathedral at about 11.30 
o'clock, and will be received by Dean Kerr 
and shown to his seat near the burial 
chamber. 

Soil taken from each of the six counties of 
Northern Ireland and from Derry Cathedral 
will be placed in a large silver bowl, pre- 
sented by the Northern baiad Cabinet, end 
sprinkled on the coffin by the Bishop of Down 
and Connor and Dromore during the burial 
Service. The bowl] will afterwards be pre- 
sented to the Cathedral Dean and Chapter by 
the Cabinet.

SENATOR QUIRKE’S

Senator William Quirke said that he knew 
Michael O'Keeffe intimately for 20 years or 
more. In 1921, when witness could be 
described as a spare General in South 
Tipperary Brigade, he frequently’ came in con- | 
tact with O'Keeffe. and knew he was supply- 
ing stuff to the J.R.A. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lennon, Barrister- 
at-Law, witness said that he thoroughly ap- 
proved of the investigation of all claims in- 
volving the expenditure of public money: 
Judge Sealy—Did ‘you not take any steps 
to go to the authorities when this claim was 
going to be fought, and you knew about it, 
and tell them what you thought about it? 
Senator Quirke—Yes, . 

Judge Sealy--Having regard to what the 
Senator and Mr. Breen have said, I think 
there should be some endeavour made to 
settle this case. 

Senator Quirke—I went to the authorities, 
and I found by various ways that this case 
was looked upon as what they coll a ‘‘frame- 
up” in America. I told » pro.ninent official 
in the Department of Finance, and I repeat 
it here, that anything Mick O'Keeffe will say 
in connection with this I would be prepared 
to swear that it was the truth. 

Judge Sealy said that he thought there 
was a substantial amount due to applicants, 
and he was not satisfied that the books had 
been deliberately falsified or changed, “I 
cannot say anything about a figure without 
having heard the evidence from the State.’’ 
Judge Sealy then provisionally adjourned 
the case until Saturday morning.

sible, and if he was too young to take any 
part in the proceedings he just sat and 
looked on, and so became accustomed to the 
nature of school life. chools opened at 
sunrise and closed in time for Junch: they 
opened again in the afternoon and closed 
before sunset. i 


PRIMARY EDUCATION 


The fees were very small, so that even the 
poorest citizens could educate their children; 
hut, as a result of this, schoolmasters usually 


| were povefty-stricken, and were treated wit 


great @ontempt by everyone, including their 
pupils. Primary education consisted of read- 
ing, writing, and some arithmetic. Writing 
was taught by the methods still in-use, but 
there were no desks or tables. Immediately 
that the boy was ~ble to read he was plunged 
into the best literature, Homer occupying 
more of his time than any other author. 
When reciting the boys acted and dramatised 
as much as possible. Especial pains were 
taken to make lessons in arithmetic more in- 
tana than such lessons were wont to 
e. 

For the teaching of music the seven- 
stringed lyre was the only instrument played 
at school, but the flute was thé instrument 
of the wild religious orgies, for it dis- 
torted the face sufficiently to horrify a sen- 
sitive Hellenic, and it prevented the use of 
the voice. No time was wasted in readéng 
foolish children’s tales; from a very early 
age the boys were steeped in a beautiful 
literature easily comprehensible to children 
and containing records of deeds which un- 
ig had a very good moral effect on 
em. 


PHYSICAL EXERCISES 


Physical training, which completed the 
áiigor á education of the Athenians, was con- 
sidered very important. On arriving at the 
‘‘palaistra’’ the boy would strip immediately, 
as all exercises were done naked, and as 
there was no roof a white skin was taken as 
an infallible proof of effeminacy. The floor 
was covered with sand; the body was well 
oiled, because, despite all their athletics, the 
Greeks took good care not to disfigure them- 
selves by unnecessary scars or bruises. Be- 
sides wrestling, the most important exercises 
were boxing, runnitig, jumping, and throwing 
the discus and javelin. Dancing was univer- 
sal throughout the Greek world, and played 
a large part in Greek education. The richer 
boys learned how to ride, in order that they 
might serve in the cavalry when they grew 


up. 

Mr. W. Beare, M.A, Professor of Latin 
in Bristol University and a Scholar of 
Trinity College, who proposed a vote of 
thanks to the Auditor, said that Mr, Thomp- 
son stated that the Athenians were realists, 
but he believed that that could not be ap- 
plied to their drama.

Employés on the 
Mooresfort estate accompanied the procession 
from the house to the entrance gate, 


HUGH McNEILL 


A TRIBUTE 


By A FRIEND. 
r was like Hugh MacNeill—“ The Pro- 


fessor’ to his loyal friends of his last years— 

to pass out of life quietly and unobtrusively 
the other day, His journey through life was 
like that, too, and without the noise and 
clamour that attend those»~who have made 
big names for themselves in the world. When 
the news of his death was brought to me 
memories of the men he used to speak of 
came to me, and I recalled what was written 
of one of them, Thomas Arnold, son of 
Arnold of Rugby, brother of Matthew, and 
Professor of English at University College 
when MacNeill first came from Antrim s 
lens in 1883 to the old rooms in Stephen's 
green: “He did not much care for getting 
on in the world; indeed, his quixotic dis- 
interestedness was the despair of his friends; 
it seemed as though on principle he acted in 
opposition to his interests, Such men are 
rare and are, therefore, the more attractive.’ 
Every word of that might have been written 
for Hugh MacNeill’s epitaph. Like Arnold, 
he was of a family of scholars and adminis- 
trators and brother to Professor Eoin Mac- 
Neill, Mr. James MacNeill, second Governor- 
General of the Free State, and Mr. Charles 
MacNeill, the antiquarian. Often he was a 
sore trial to the best of his friends, but in 
him was some indefinable quality that won 
their affection and esteem, even in his most 
difficult moments. In the best sense of an 
abused word, he was a gentleman as well as 
a scholar, and if sometimes he was “fgie ill 
to get on with,” he more than compensated 
for that turn of character by his gentleness 
and the ease and humour of his conversation. 
His knowledge and his memory were amaz- 
ing, and there was no subject, however recon- 


with him but ill could say something 
interesting, fresh and illuminating upon it. 

_ His death snaps a link with the old learn- 
ing in Dublin. of men who have made 
their mark in Ireland in politics, law, medi- 
cine, religion, literature, and pure scholarship,
